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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is a response to the amendment and remarks/arguments filed on 12/21/2007. 

2. Claim 2-3, 10-12 have been canceled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1, 4-9, 13 are allowed. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: No prior art found by the examiner that suggested modification or combination 
with the cited art so as to satisfy the combination of all the limitations in claims 1 and 8. 

5 . As to claim 1 , the prior art of record taken alone or in combination, 
fails to disclose or render obvious "the irregular pattern generation means 
comes into contact with the surface of the object" in combination with the rest 
of the limitations of claim 1 . 

6. As to claim 8, the prior art of record taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious "using a cloth to generate an irregular pattern on a surface of 
an object" in combination with the rest of the limitations of claim 8. 

The dependent claims 4-7, 9, 13 are allowed by virtue of their dependence upon 
claims 1 and 8.
